on the point of view. 
Hunting For Formula 
The wage stabilization 
board, 
headed by Cyrus 
S. 
Ching, 
is 


striving to devise a formula 
by 
which the Jan. 25 freeze on wages 
can be relaxed for the long mobil­ 
ization pull. 
Here’s how the board’s three- 
way membership splits on meth­ 
ods of dealing with the wage 
dilemma: 
Labor members—they want at 
least 12 per cent above the wage 
levels prevailing just before tho 
Korean war started on June 25. 
1950. 
On top of that, they would 
allow cost-of-living 
adjustments 
by contract or by board approval 
to cover such cases as the auto 
industry's agreement, which net­ 
ted the 
CIO-Auto 
Workers 
IO 
cents more an hour in 1950 and 
probably will yield another nick­ 
el an hour before June I.

Higgins Senate Bill 
Hangs In Balance

bill to levy a new tax on used 
car sales hung in the balance in 
the Senate today.

His bill would levy a tax of 
three per cent on the privilege of 
buying a used car. The tax would 
have to be paid before a title trans­ 
fer could be obtained.

defeated in the House yesterday 
29-55. 
The proposal, which had passed 
the Senate, would have supplant­ 
ed the present provision making 
new laws effective 90 days after 
adjournment of the legislature.

Other thou­ 
sands were heaped up also in the 
river valley eight miles w est- 
northwest of Wonju w'here they 
stumbled into a murderous air 
and artillery ambush.” 
On the Western Front, Ameri­ 
can doughboys mowed down 1,« 
152 Red Korean sneak troops who 
had crossed the Han river 
and 
slipped inside allied lines.

Teacher Salary 
Boost Proposed 


Schedule Discussed 
By School Board 
The Escanaba board of educa­ 
tion last night discussed a pro­ 
posed new 
salary 
schedule 
for 
teachers and will study the mat­ 
ter further before taking 
action. 
The tentative schedule called for 
salary increases that would cost 
an additional $24,500. 
Supt. John A. Lcmmer present­ 
ed the salary schedule to the board 
after conferring with a committee 
of teachers, he reported. 
In dis­ 
cussion the board indicated that 
any upward revision of the salary 
schedule will be possible only if 
additional revenues are received. 
The board also discussed a pro­ 
posed salary schdcule and retire­ 
ment plan for janitor-custodians. 
The board adopted a motion mak­ 
ing it compulsory 
for 
custodial 
employes to retire at age 65, ex­ 
cepting custodians who are now 
more than 60 years old, who may 
retire at the age of 70. If the 65th 
birthday of the employe is after 
Sept. 15 of any year he may com­ 
plete the year before retirement. 
To Continue Contest 
George Ruwitch, assistant sup­ 
erintendent, reported to the board 
on the 
20-year 
history of 
the 
school - sponsored student maga­ 
zine subscription contest held an­ 
nually. 
School equipment is pur­ 
chased with revenues 
from

T he caption below the title 
reads: “A Book of Loving Verse 
and Prose to in stru ct those who 
w ould propose: or those who feel 
inclined to w rite a v erse of q u o ta ­ 
tion deep or light.” 
H e r e ’s a v alentine th a t tells a 
lot about w h at w as happening in 
those d ear d ep arted days:

Loren B. Miller, research direr* 
tor of the commission, comment­ 
ed:

from having a ‘mer t’ system in 
any real sense of the term. 


Record Dismal 


“The one specific achievement 
perhaps is job security 
for em ­ 
ployes against ‘spoils system ’ in­ 
security and turnover. But judg­ 
ing from effective results, it can 
be doubted whether even this was 
much of an im pro\em ent x x x . 
T he record is dismal in almost all 
respects. And when the tendency 
toward loss of initiative and re­ 
sponsiveness, x x x is 
weighed 
against the benefits job security 
confers upon employes, 
it 
can 
w ell be questioned whether there 
has been any net gain.” 
Miller declared “it can only be 
said that the people of the state 
have rece ved 
scant 
return 
for 
their money—or on the promises 
held 
out 
to them. 
These 
have 
been from a commission deliber­ 
ately designed to be as independ­ 
ent and free of control by either 
the governor or legislature as was 
possible." 
Long List of Criticism 
The report was drafted by 
Dr. 
Louis L. 
Fricdland 
of 
Wayne 
university, former personnel of­ 
ficer for the U. S. security board, 
chief of placement for the Ohio 
civil service commission and for 
the Cincinnati civil service com­ 
mission. He made these criticisms: 
1— In 1935, before civil service, 
a study commission objected that 
the turnover in state employment 
was 25 per cent and cost $937,500 
a year.

Need Experienced Men 
For Railway Mediation 


By PETER EDSON 
WASHINGTON—(NEA)— Why 
don't 
the 
National 
Mediation 
Board machinery work to pre­ 
vent the rail strikes? 
With the country Just now get­ 
ting out from under its second nar­ 
row escape of a 
complete 
rail 
transportation tie-up, that is the 
number one question. For regard­ 
less of who is to blame, the basic 
and underlying cause 
of 
this 
whole mess was that a grievance 
was allowed to go for two years 
unsettled. Why? 
It would probably take a hot- 
shot 
congressional 
investigating 
committee a winter’s work to get 
at all the answers. But a few facts 
seem to stand out. Without going 
too far back into railroad history, 
the starting point is the Kailway 
Labor Aet of 1934. 
This act was written by a con­ 
ference of railway executives and 
railway labor leaders to bring in­ 
dustrial peace and stability to the 
industry. It is still regarded as a 
good law. It may not be perfect. 
It may require some further am­ 
endment. But in general it set up 
mediation machinery and proced­ 
ures which profited 
from 
mis­ 
takes that had been made in past 
railway labor disputes. 
The main trouble now Is that 
administration of the Railway La­ 
bor Act seems gradually to have 
been allowed to fall down. Good 
administrators can make a poor 
law work, sometimes. But admin­ 
istrators who aren’t the best can’t 
make even a good law work. 
Quality Sank 
In the early days of the Rail­ 
way Labor Act, the government 
had 
good 
administrators. From 
1934 to about 1941, the three mem­ 
bers of the National 
Mediation 
Boat*) were able to handle most of 
the railway labor grievances them­ 
selves. In this period it was nec­ 
essary to coll on the services of 
only about one presidential^ ap­ 
pointed emergency board a year. 
Gradually, 
however, 
political 
lame ducks began to be appoint­ 
ed to the NMB as vacancies arose. 
Some of the 
appointees 
didn't 
know anything about railroading. 
The result was that they couldn't 
settle railway labor 
grievances 
themselves. 
Presidential 
emer­ 
gency boards had to be appointed 
in increasing numbers. In one year 
there were over 20. 


This started a trend. Instead of 
the Mediation Board doing its job 
itself, only preliminary hearings 
were held. Then everybody rush­ 
ed to the White House to get a 
presidential board to handle cases. 
This trend was worsened when, 
early in the last 
war, 
President 
Roosevelt took a case out of the 
hands of an emergency board, and 
imposed a settlement above the 
board's recommendations. 
This quick background brings 
the case down to the recent em­ 
ergency. It really goes back over 
two years. Late in 1948 the rail­ 
way non-opernting 
brotherhoods 
made a demand for 
a 
40-hour 
week. This 
ease 
went 
through 
NMP* to a presidential emergency 
board. 
On this board were William M. 
LH sc rso n, David Cole and George 
Cook. Dr. Lciserson and Cook were 
former members of NMB. In brief 
they recommended 48 hours pay 
for a 40-hour week, but they cut 
out the double-time demands for 
Saturday and Sunday. The rail­ 
roads were given eight months in 
which to apply for an increased 
freight rate to meet the cost. In 
the interim, non-operating 
labor 
was given a seven cents an hour 
wage increase. 
Brotherhoods W ant In 
After making its recommenda­ 
tions. this panel was hired by the 
railroads and the brotherhoods to 
help them work out the full agree­ 
ment. Finally the whole thing was 
settled. Both sides said the media­ 
tors 
sustained 
their 
positions, 
which was something of a record. 
In the meantime, the operating 
brotherhoods—engineers, firemen, 
conductors, trainmen, switchmen 
and yardmen—had come in with 
their 40-hour-wcek demands. This 
case went through the Mediation 
Board with the usual express train 
speed and ended in the lap of an­ 
other 
presidential 
emergency 
board. 
Recommendations of this presi­ 
dential emergency board, filed last 
June 15, failed to take into con­ 
sideration the gains already grant­ 
ed to the non-operating brother­ 
hoods. It recognized the 40-hour- 
wcek principle, but denied yard­ 
men, trainmen and conductors pay 
demands on a 
new 
work-week 
basis. 
When the brotherhood refused 
to accept these recommendations

baking powder 
One and three-fourths te aspoons

Put eggs in mixing bowl and 
beat very lightly. Add milk and 
vanilla and mix thoroughly.

Cut 
with two and one-half inch dough­ 
nut cutter. Fry in bot shortening, 
375 F, turning when first crack 
appears. Drain on absorbent paper. 
Makes two dozen. 
Sour milk version: Use one cup 
sour milk or buttermilk Instead 
of sweet milk. Omit baking pow­ 
der and add 
three-fourths 
tea­ 
spoon soda and one-half teaspoon 
cream of tartar. 


Raised Doughnut* 
Combine: 
One cup scalded sour milk or 
buttermilk 
Three tablespoons shortening 
One tablespoon sugar 
Two teaspoons salt 
Cool to lukewarm and add one , 
package yeast and mix well. 
Blend in one egg, add gradually 
three cups sifted flour. Mix until 
dough is well blended and soft. 
Roll out on well-floured board 
to one-fourth inch thickness. Cut 
with two and one-half inch dough­ 
nut cutter and place on floured 
baking sheet. Let rise in warm 
place until double in bulk, about 
one and a half hours. Fry in hot 
fat, 375 F for about three minutes 
on each side. Drain on absorbant 
paper. Makes 18 doughnuts.

he medieval making of stained glass windows still goes on today and 
has found a definite place in modern architecture. The work requires 
great s k ill. After a design has been approved, craftsmen make cardboard 
replicas of the window openings. From them they make a full s i r e cartoon, 
which is the suggested theme in detail. From the cartoon, pattern drawings 
are made, then cut up and stuck to a large sheet of heavy plate glass on an 
easel. Colors of glass are selected, cut to the pattern and stuck to the 
easel. The painted pieces are then fired in a kiln. Glaziers place the baked 
pieces into leaded positions in the window, cement the entire window on 
both sides to insure its being firm and watertight. The making of stained 
glass windows is shown here at the 50-year-old Judson Studios in L o s Angeles.

LOS ANGELES—<,r>—Instead of 
causing delinquency, comic strips 
are a definite aid to parents who 
want to understand

processes of their children. 
That’s the opinion of David Cole, 
Occidental 
college 
psychologist 
who has just completed a study of 
children’s preferences 
in 
comic 
strips as related to their person­ 
alities. 
The professor’s findings: 
Children who have the greatest 
liking for adventure comics are 
likely to be the ones most “tied 
down” at home. 
Youngsters maladjusted in their 
home relations were found to pre­ 
fer escapist 
funnies—interplane­ 
tary war, rocket men and other 
fantasies. 
“In many cases,” says Cole, " the
